CHAFfER  I. 

THE   COMMITTEE   OF   MANAGEMENT 

I.  Shall  be  composed  of  five  members  of  the  Board  of 
Commissioners,  viz.,  the  Chairman,  Vice-Chairraan,  His 
Worship  the  Mayor,  Drs.  Black  and  Parker. 

II.  The  Committee  of  Management  shall  ^transact  the 
ordinary  business  of  the  Hospital,  and  shall  do  their  ut- 
most to  see  that  the  several  regulations  hereinafter  con- 
tained are  duly  aicended  to  ;  for  which  purpose  they  shall 
meet  at  the  Hospital  at  least  once  every  week,  on  a  stated 
day  and  at  a  regular  hour,  such  day  and  hour  to  be  fixed 
at  their  first  meeting,  and  at  such  other  times  as  they  may 
think  expedient.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  enquire  into 
the  conduct  of  all  the  oflScers  and  servants  of  the  Hospital, 
and  to  make  a  minute  of  any  irregularities  or  acts  of  insub- 
ordination, to  order  all  repairs  (subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Commissioners),  to  audit,  inspect,  and  ap- 
prove all  accounts,  and  to  order  payment  of  the  same. 

III.  Three  members  of  this  Committee  shall  form  a 
quorum. 

IV.  They  shall,  at  their  meetings,  make  minutes  of 
their  proceedings,  which  they  shall  forthwith  cause  the 
Secretary  to  transcribe  into  a  book,  which  minutes  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Commissioners  at  their  regu- 
lar monthly  meetings.

XI  That  for  the  purpose  of  pathological  Investij^ation 
the  attending  Medical  Officers  of  the  Hospital  shall  have 
the  power  of  examining  the  bodies  of  patients  deceased 
within  it,  at  their  discretion  ;  and  such  examination  shall 
only  be  made  in  the  presence  of,  or  by  the  order  oi  the 
same. 

XII.  Any  att,-nding  Physician  or  Surgeon  may,  alter 
having  acted  in  that  capacity  for  ten  years,  become  a  con- 
sulting Physician  or  Surgeon  of  tho  Institution. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

OK  THE  HOUSE  SURGEON  AND  APOTkECART. 

I.  The  Commissioners  shall  appoint  to  All  the  office  of 
House  Surgeon  and  Physician,  and  to  perform  the  duties 
of  Apothecary  t-  the  Institution,  a  Graduate  or  Licentiate 
of  some  recognized  University  or  College  of  Surgeons, 
who  «hall  not  engage  in  private  practice  either  in  or  out 
of  the  Hospital. 

II.  This  officer  shall  visit  all  the  occupied  wards  and 
other  apartments  and  offices  in  the  Hospital  at  least  once 
every  morning  and  evening,  and  oftener  when  required  so 
to  do  by  the  attending  Physicians  and  Jjurgeons  He 
must  be  prepared  to  report  to  his  superior  Medical  Officers 
the  state  of  the  patients  since  their  last  visit. 

III  In  any  case  of  an  urgent  nature  this  officer  shall 
immediately  summon  the  attending  Physician  or  Surgeon, 
as  the  case  may  be,  and  if  he  cannot  be  found,  he  shall 
call  upon  the  nearest  member  of  the  Medical  Board. 

IV  He  shall  not  absent  himself  from  the  Hospital 
more  than  is  absolutely  necessary,  and  shall  always  (except 
in  case  of  illness)  be  present  at  the  visiting  hour.    When

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CHAPTER  VI. 

NURSES. 

I  Immediately  on  the  admission  of  patients,  the 
nurses  shall  attend  to  thoir  cleanliness,  giving  them  a 
bath  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  attending  Medical 
Officer  or  House  Surgeon,  and  shall  deliver  without  delay 
to  the  Steward  their  clothes  after  an  inventory  has  been 
taken. 

II.  In  the  event  of  any  patient  being  seized  with  un- 
usual or  alarming  symptoms  they  shall  give  immediate 
notice  to  the  House  Surgeon. 

in  They  shall  receive  no  medicines  sent  from  the 
Apothecary's  shop  to  the  ward  which  shall  not  be  labelled 
and  directed. 

IV.  They  shall  pay  particular  attention  to  the  clean- 
liness of  the  patients,  their  clothing  and  bed  clothing. 

V  They  shall  on  no  account  allow  anything  to  be 
brought  into  the  ward  or  given  to  patients  except  that 
which  is  ordered. 

VI  They  shall  give  immediate  noiice  to  the  House 
Surgeon  or  other  superior  otScer  when  any  patient  shall 
have  violated  any  of  the  Bye-laws  of  the  Hospital. 

VII  They  shall  not  unnecessarily  leave  their  respect- 
ive wards  when  on  duly,  nor  leave  the  Hospital  without 
permission  of  the  House  Surgeon.  They  shall  always  keep 
themselves  clean  and  respectably  clothed,  and  reader  a 
willing  obedience  to  all  the  orders  of  the  resident  and 
other  Medical  Officers,  the  Steward  and  Matron. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

OF  THE  STUDENTS  ATTENDING  THE  HOSPITAL. 

I  The  students  of  regularly  qualified  practitioners  in 
the  city,  shall  be  admitted  by  ticket  signed  by  two  mem- 
bers  of  the  Medical  Board,  to  attend  at  the  regular  visit- 
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ing  hour,  and  at  no  other  time,  except  by  special  permis- 
3ion,  to  witness  the  practice  of  the  Hospital. 

II.  Every  Student  so  admitted  shall  behave  with  de- 
coi*um  and  propriety. 

Ill  Atiy  Student  who  shall  infringe  any  of  the  regula- 
tions  of  Vlie  Hospital,  or  he  guilty  of  any  improper  con- 
ducrshall  be  deprived  of  his  ticket  with  its  attendmg 
privileges. 

CHAPTER  Vni.

VISITORS. 

I.  Tlie  friends  of  patients  shall  be  admitted  from  i  1  a. 
m.,'to  12  ra.,  every  day  in  the  week  except  Sunday. 

II  Female  visitors,  unless  near  relatives,  shall  not  be 
admitted  into  the  male  v/ards,  nor  male  visitors  into  the 
female  wards. 

III.  No  eatables,  bottles  or  packages  of  auy  kind  shall 
be  taken  by  visitors  into  the  wards,  all  such  must  be  left 
with  the  Steward  or  Matron  marked  with  the  names  ot  the 
persons  for  whom  they  are  intended. 

IV  The  general  visiting  day  for  persons  wishing  to 
sec  the  Institution  shall  be  Thursday  of  each  week  frou^  2 
to  4  p.  m. 

V  On  Sundays,  visits  to  the  patients  shall  be  permit- 
ted only  in  cases  of  extreme  sickness,  and  then  only  with 
the  consent  of  the  House  Surgeon.
